JUNE  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.61 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  June  1967  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.61  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of  7.8 
cents.  The  minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight  marketing 
service  deduction  to  nonmembers,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials 

The  $4.61  price  for  June  1967  is  4 cents  below  the  May  1967  price,  but  38  cents 
above  the  June  1966  price. 


LOUISVILLE  PLAN  WITHHOLDINGS 

The  "Louisville  Plan"  provisions  of  the  Fort  Wayne  order  had  the  effect  of 
reducing  the  uniform  price  for  May  and  June  by  25  cents  and  the  April  price  by 
20  cents.  (The  weighted  average  price  for  June  was  $4.86).  The  provision  was 
suspended  for  the  month  of  April  1966,  but  withholdings  for  May  and  June  1966  were 
approximately  39  cents  per  hundredweight  in  each  month.  One  third  of  the  total 
amount  withheld  in  the  three  months,  plus  interest,  will  be  added  In  computing  the 
uniform  price  for  September,  October,  and  November  deliveries. 


JUNE  PRODUCER  REGEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  767  approved  producers  who  shipped  23,844,778  pounds  of  milk  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  market  during  June  1967  of  which  14,813,159  pounds  or  62.1%  was  utilized 
in  Class  I by  10  pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization  was  down  3.1%  from  May. 

On  a volume  basis,  production  was  down  4.6%,  and  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  was  down  8.9%  from  May  1967. 

JULY  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.47 

The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment  to  §1047.50 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.05  was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of 
$1,20  and  further  increased  by  a special  20  cents  adjustment  and  a supply-demand 
adjustment  of  2 cents  to  establish  the  Class  I price  of  $5.47.  This  price  of  $5.47 
is  2 cents  more  than  the  June  1967  Class  I price,  and  about  19  cents  more  than  the 
July  1966  price.
